Manila, March 27. — The Helena and 
the army’ gunboats shelled Malabon 
and the country beyond, while the 
Monadnock focussed all its batteries 
upon Paranque for two hours for the 
purpose of destroying the military 
stores there. A great smoke was 
caused, but as the insurgents are in 
possession of the town, the results of 
the shelling are not obtainable. The 
evacuation of Malabon was a pictur- 
esque rout, thousands of men, women 
and children, loaded down with house- 
hold goods, fleeing to the country. 

The Filipinos at 9:15 a. m. Monday 
burned their stronghold at Malabon 
and their forces fled from the city in 
the direction of Malolos. 

Gen. MacArthur’s division is pushing 
toward Malabon. The insurgents 
will make their last stand probably at 



Saturday's Battle. 

Manila. March 27. — The movement 
of the American troops Saturday swept 
the insurgents back toward Malabon. 
Gen. Harrison Gray Otis’ brigade is in 
front of La Loma, where there is a 
stretch of a mile of rough, open coun- 
try. The insurgent trenches in the 
edge of the woods are four feet deep 
and furnish a good head cover. ‘The 
American troops advanced on the dou- 
ble quick, yelling fiercely and occa- 



He was more closely identified with 
the 12th infantry than any oth- 
er organization, having served with 
distinction in that regiment during 
the civil war. He was taken prisoner 
at the battle of Gettysburg but escaped 
and rejoined his command, and was 
severely’ wounded on June 3, 1804, in 
the battle of Bethesda church. Vir- 
ginia. He was major of the 17th infantry 
from 1890 to 1893 when he became 
lieutenant colonel of the Gth infantry’. 
This regiment he commanded in the 
Santiago campaign nntil disabled by a 
shot through the body’ on July 1, 1898. 
For his distinguished service in battle 
he w’as promoted a brigadier gen- 
eral of volunteers, which grade he 
held until Decmber 1, 1898, when 
in the reduction of the volunteer army 
he was honorably discharged. He 
was promoted colonel in the regular 
establishment on July 1, 1898, and as- 
signed to the 22d infantry, whose 
colonel, Charles A. Wikoff, was 
killed at San Juan hill. He 
joined the 22d infantry January 
30, 1899, sailed with it for 

Manila February 1 and arrived at Ma- 
nila March 4, 1899. Gen. Egbert was 
well known throughout the army as 
an officer of a high order of ability 
and as a man of sterling qualities. In 
the death of Gen. Egbert the service 
loses one of its best colonels.

New York, March 25. — Four more 
bodies were recovered from the 
ruins of the Windsor hotel Thurs- 
day’. The record, as it now stands, is 23 
dead, 40 or more missing, and a large 
collection of small bones. The injur- 
ed in hospitals and other places are re- 
covering. Anxiety on the part of 
friends of persons who have been re- 
ported as missing has increased to a 
certainty almost that they perished in 
the fire. 

<From the condition of the bodies so 
far recovered there is but little hope 
that they or any of the bodies that bt 
found hereafter can be identified. 

Body No. 13 was taken to the morgue 
Friday night and placed in a case by 
itself. It is in about the same condi- 
tion as the other bodies recovered. It 
is simply a charred and blackened 
trunk with parts of the arms, legs and 
skull attached. 

The work of removing the debris is 
proceeding slowly, so slowly that the 
residents and merchants in the dis- 
trict within the fire lines, extending a 
block in either direction from the 
scene of the fire, are making com- 
plaint. Business is blockaded in the 
district. President Murphy, of the 
health board. Friday wrote to the con- 
tractor ordering him peremptorily to 
hasten the work of removal. 

Among the art.cles found Friday 
night were a lady’s gold watch mark- 
ed “J. W..” a metal top of a purse 
marked “N. P. J.,” and some wearing 
apparel marked **H. H. S.” 

An elderly woman at the morgue 
Friday made a partial identification of 
the clothing found on body’ No. 2, and

Gen. Wheaton’s brigade formed a 
junction with the remainder of Gen. 
MacArthur’s division at Malinta and 
the two, leaving Gen. Wheaton there, 
marched along the railroad to New 
Canayan. This place was fortified and 
for 300 yards from ic there were trench- 
es on each side of the track.

The calculations of both Gen. Hale 
and Gen. Harrison Gray Otis, whose 
brigades constituted Gen. MacArthur’s 
division, were much interfered with 
by the character of the country in 
front of both, and the enemy’ was able 
to take advantage of this so that the 
operations against Novaliches and Polo

ican troops. 

The movement of the Americans will 
be pushed in this direction. 

The Filipinos, realizing that the rail- 
road is the crucial line, have construct- 
ed row after row’ of trenches, running 
diagonally on both sides of the track 
at a distance of a few r hundred yards 
apart. This work was designed most 
intelligently and has evidently been 
done under the direction of experts. 
It represents an enormous amount of 
labor. Most of the rebel positions arc 
protected by thick earthworks, a ma- 
jority of them topped w’itli stones and 
provided with loopholes. Some have 
sheet iron roofs. 

The days work of the United States 
troops consisted of storming the suc- 
cessive trenches. The Filipinos occu- 
pying them were completely hidden. 
The enemy poured a strong fire from 
every trench until they were disturbed 
by a flanking volley, when they would 
disappear into the w r oods and jungle, 
only to make a stand at the next line. 

The American loss was remarkably 
small, seven being re’ported killed and 
5 wounded. It is known that the Fil- 
ipinos were so protected that they suf- 
fered little. No dead insurgents were 
found in the trenches. Forty prison- 
ers were taken by the Americans and 
it is estimated that the rebels’ casual- 
ties numbered 20. 

The insurgents broke their guns 
when they were compelled to abandon 
them. 

An exploded caisson at the railroad 
bridge proved a bar to the Americans. 

Ten soldiers of the Oregon regiment, 
while searching for two of those killed 
earlier in the fighting, sneaked into 
the city in the morning and found the 
place in a condition of chaos. The in- 
habitants, seeing them, fled in a panic, 
thinking the American forces were 
in possession. The Oregonians shot 
several armed natives and then re- 
turned to camp. 

The American forces did not occupy 
Malabon, but are concentrating their 
strength to strike Malolos. Malabon 
is a city of desolation. The American 
soldiers have been forbidden to enter 
the place for fear that natives may be 
lurking there. 

The Americans Monday morning 
found the important town of Polo and 
number of small villages west 
of the railroad deserted and 
burning. They are advancing 

along the railroad. 

Monday the Washington volunteers, 
who held Pasig Sunday, had an en- 
gagement with a band of insurgents 
who drove in their outposts. In the 
fight the Filipinos lost several men. 

The United States troops, under Brig. 
Gen. Lloyd Wheaton, captured the 



of the division swung out, sweeping 
the enemy in a northwesterly direc- 
tion. 

Gen. Wheaton’s headquarters Satur-, 
day night w*as a half-mile south of th^ 
river on the railroad. The opposite 
bank was protected by a block house 
and intrenclimcnts. 

Occasionally the artillery and' in- 
fantry fired across the stream. Final- 
ly the engineers moved a construction 
train up to the bridge, the iron frame 
work of which remained, and began to 
replace the floor. 

. While this was going on the 2d Ore- 
gon regiment crossed the river on the 
left and the 22d on the right, with 
four companies of the 23d infantry 
supporting the latter regiment. A 
rising clear ground stretched away a 
distance of half a mile to Malinta, 
situated on its crest. 

In front of the village were strong 
Filipino intrenchments, but no Fili- 
pinos were to be seen. Apparently 
they had fled. The 22d regiment ap- 
proached diagonally, with Gen. Wheat- 
on and his staff close behind, and 
scouts closely observing the ground. 

When the Americans were within 
about 300 yards of the intrenchments, 
the Filipinos suddenly volleyed heav- 
ily. The 22d infantry, which was hold- 
ing the center, suffered considerably; 
but, with the Oregons on .the left and 
the Kansans on the right, in the woods, 
the fighting was kept up for half an 
hour, the 22d infantry advancing up 
the slope through the thick grass un- 
der the hottest fire. 

Gen. Wheaton and his staff were all 
the time under a rain of bullets. Col. 
Egbert, who was in the thickest of the 
fighting, was shot in the abdomen. 
He w’as placed on a stretcher and an 
attempt was made to carry him to the 
cars, but he died on the way. 

It was a most affecting scene. Gen. 
Wheaton, baring his head, said: “You 
have done nobly.” 

Col. Egbert gasped in reply: “I must 
die, I am too old.” 

No Filipinos were found in the 
trenches. 

Though apparently their force w’as 
much smaller than that of the Amer- 
icans’ they had an immense advantage 
in position and in opportunity to re- 
treat. 

Gen. MaeArthur’s advance guard, 
the 3d artillery and the 20th Kansas 
regiment, joined Gen. Wheaton’s 
brigade shortly after Malinta was 
taken, approaching along the Nov- 
aliches road westerly. 

After lunch Gen. MacArthur’s divis- 
ion advanced toward Polo. 



Gen. Harrison Gray Otis’ and Gen. 
Hall’s were massed behind Gen. Hale’s. 
Under the cover of the darkness Gen. 
Otis’ and Gen. Hale’s brigades left 
their trenches and advanced close upon 
the enemy’s line without being detect- 
ed, Gen. Wheaton’s and Gen. Hall’s 
brigades occupying the vacated posi- 
tions. 

At 4 o'clock the American troops 
breakfasted and the Filipinos, noticing 
the camp fires, their buglers called 
tiiem to arms. 

At dajTight Gen. Otis’ and Gen. Hall’s 
brigades advanced from La Loma 
church straight through the rebel lines, 
cutting the enemy’s forces in two. 

Upon this occasion the rebels adopt- 
ed the American tactics of holding 
their fire until the attackers were about 
1,000 yards distant. The rebels also 
fired lower than usual. The Americans 
fired volleys with terrible effect and 
then rushed forward cheering and car- 
rying everything before them. 

Once through, Gen. McArthur’s di- 
vision was swung to the left, driving 
the rebels away on all sides. 

Gen. Wheaton’s brigade, in accord- 
ance with instructions, remained in 
the trenches. Before joining in the 
movement, at noon, Gen. Wheaton’s 
troops developed a strong opposition 
between Malabon and the River Tluia- 
han. 

The brigades commanded by Gen. 
Harrison Gray Otis and Gen. Hale 
advanced on Novalichos and Polo, 
strongly entrenched towns. 

In the meantime, Gen. Hall’s brigade 
swept the country clear to the water 
works and the foothills and Singalon, 
capturing San Francisco del Monte and 
Mariquina. 

The natives stood until the Ameri- 
cans were within 200 yards of their po- 
sition and then broke and ran to the 
woods. About 30 of them were killed 
in the outskirts and 70 on the roads. 

The Montana and Kansas troops met 
the hottest resistance in a strip from 
which the rebels have greatly worried 
the Americans recently during the 
night time. 

Ninety minntes after the start — at 6 
o’clock — the whole front for a distance 
of three miles to the north had been 
cleared. Gen. Hale’s brigade had 
simultaneously swept in a northwest- 
erly direction, routing the enemy and 
burning the town of San Francisco del 
Monte and a number of scattered huts. 

TheHine was then opposite Novaleche, 
the artillery advancing along a good 
j road from La Loma to Novaleche, the

supplies and ammunition following. 
The infantry moved in splendid order. 

Smoke from the burning huts marked 
the line of the American advance.

The Americans, who were wounded, 
endured their injuries bravely, one 
group, which had been brought into 
the hospital, singing “Comrades.” 

The Pennsylvania troops took nine 
prisoners, among them a great naked 
captain of the Macabebee tribe and 
one Japanese. All the prisoners were

Mrs. uamee Lalros.. a tv cm an be- 
tween 50 and 55, arrived in Ne”.* York 
recently from India, via Yokohama and 
San Francisco, with her husband, and 
settled down in the Hindoo colony 
which- had established itself near the 
extreme end of West Thirty-first* street, 
in Xew York city. 

Mrs. Lalros* husband is a Eurasian 
from Lahore and a Christian, but the 
lady is, a stanch Hindoo who refuses to 
be converted, and has brought with her 
from her native Benares a copper stat- 
uette of the goddess Shiva, which she 
worships at leisure while her husband 
may be attending service in the near- 
est Episcopal church. 

As is the custom in India. Kamee 
Khud while still a toddling child was 
a lli a need to the son of a friend and 
neighbor. At the age of 11. just on the 
eve of the children’s marriage, the 
youth of in. who was to be the bridc- 
gj oom. died, and according to the irre- 
vocable laws of her caste she was 
doomed to be burned on the funeral 
pyre on the banks of the sacred River 
.Jumna, over from the city of Benares. 

"It was a little before the Sepoy mu- 
tiny of 1857, and I. the son of a Eu- 
ropean father, was guiding a detach- 
ment of the First Bengal cavalry 
through the jungle of Benares.” says 
her husband. “While concealed in the 
bush, waiting for sunrise, we -aw the 
dead youth carried down to the water’s 
edge on a bamboo stretcher, and judg- 
ing from the sort of crowd that had 
assembled. v\c were about to witness a 
suttee. 

"The body was placed cn a pile of 
resinous sandal wood logs. 

"Led by a relative, llamee walked 
slowly down the bank to play her 
tragic part in the ceremony, covered 
with a flow ing robe of white. A Braiir 
min priest stood at the head of the 
body, and he directed the proceedings 
iu the coolest manner possible. 

"‘Taking the roll presented her by the 
Brahmin in her right hand, llamee 
walked three times round the bier and 
waved it over her head. The Brahmin 
next handed her a torch w hich, though 
to all appearances not lighted, con- 
taining a spark of fire within. 

"Very soon the waving of the torch 
caught a current and ignited. The 
Brahmin now, tniid profound silence, 
having ordered her to apply the torch 
lianne advanced toward the pyre with 
tottering steps, and in a moment th« 
piie was in a blaze. 

“Now came llamee’s time 1o sacrifict 
herself, to perish then and there in tht 
fierce flames that were already stretch- 
ing out their tongues towards liet 
flimsy robe. 

"She hesitated. *he trembled, and by 
command of the priest two men wen 
about to throw her on the blazing fu- 
neral pyre, when the officer command- 
ing the detachment, a y-oung man with 
a s-ofi heart, ordered his men to charge. 
They obeyed 'the order with alacrity, 
and not a moment too soon, dispersing 
the suttee party, w hich tied to its- boats 
leaving Raiuee fainting on the rivet 
banks. 

"The colonel’s wife too-k her undei 
her protection, and after the mutiny 
was suppressed she became my wife.’ 

"As for me.” said Mrs. Lalros with 
a sad smile, ”1 remember nothing. I 
disliked my affianced in life and did not 
want to have anything to do with him 
in death. They drugged me with opiun 
to give me nerve, but l naturally ve- 
volted against the suttee.”

Kate ut U liich the Humming 
Birds of South America Are 
IteiiiK 1 Killed. 



Dr. Robert Kidgway. ornithologist oi 
tlie Smithsonian institution, says: 

“Dealers have established themselves 
in many cities of South America for the 
sole object of buying and exporting 
humming-birds. The Indians readily 
learn the art of skinning and preserv- 
ing. aruk because of the large profits ol 
the industry, they often traverse great 
distances to procure the birds. Resi- 
dents of many parts of Brazil employ 
their servants in collecting and prepar- 
ing them for European markets, and 
immense numbers are 'shipped from 
Rio de Janeiro. Bahia and Pernambuco. 
Inmates of the convents are supplied 
with some of the most richly colored 
species for the manufacture of feathei 
flowers. Myriads of hummers are also 
used by the natives of Mexico in mak- 
ing the wonderful feather pictures foi 
which the descendants of the Aztecs 
are famous, plumes of different colors 
being employed in place of pigments. 

“By far the most effective weapon 
for the destruction of humming-birds 
is the reed blow-pipe, which the South 
American Indians use with perfect cer- 
tainty of aim. In Brazil very fine nets 
are utilized to capture the birds, and 
sometimes they are taken by means of 
bird-lime, though that is apt to damage 
the plumage. Owing to the reckless 
slaughter of these little victims for or- 
namental purposes, certain species are 
already on the verge of extinction. 

“This does not seem surprising when 
one learns that 6.000 skins of the ruby- 
and-topaz humming-bird alone were 
shipped, not long ago, from a Brazilian 
port in a single consignment, whil»* at 
a public sale of birdskins held in Lon- 
don more than 12.000 skins of hum- 
ming-birds were disposed of. In oiy> 
week there were sold at auction in 
London 44d)JMM> humming-birds and 
other birds from North and South 
America.” — Philadelphia Saturday
